journey was postponed in consequence of the 
snow on the mountains, and in the cauons be 
Fort Bridger aad this city, lu accord - 
with Uie determination communicated in 
tr notes. I left camp on the ith and arrived 
here on the 12th ult. 



of the incidents of my journey are relat 
ed in the annexed note, addressed bv'me to Col. 
A. S.Johnston, on the 15th alt: 

Executive Office, ' 
Gbjut Salt Lake City, V. T., April 10- \ 
Sia: I left camp on the 5th, en route to this 
city, in accordance with a determination com 
municated to you on the 3d iast., accompanied 
by Colonel Kane as my guide, and two servants. 
Arriving in the vicinity of the spring, which is 
on this side of the "Quaking Asp" hill, after 
night, Indian camp fires were discerned on the 
rocks overhanging the valley. We proceeded 
ta the spring, and after disposing of the animals, 
retired from the trail beyond the mountain. We 
had reason to congratulate oursel ves upon hav- 
ing taken this precaution, as we subsequently 
ascertained that the country lying between your 
outposts and the ' Yellow" is infested" by 
hostile renegades and outlaws from various 



I was escorted from Bear River Valley to the 
western end of Echo Canon. The journey 
through the cauon being performed, for the most 
part, after night, it was about 11 o'clock P. M. 
when I arrived at Weber Station. I have been 
everywhere recognired as Governor of Utah; and, 
so far from having encountered insults or in- 
dignities, I am gratified in being able to state 
to you that, in passing through the settlements, 
I have been universally greeted with such respect- 
ful attentions as are due to the representative of 
the Executive authority of the United Statca in 
the Territory". 

Near the Warm Springs, at the line dividing 
Great Salt Lake and Davis counties, I was hon 
a formal and respectful reception by 
itlemen, including the Mayor and other 
municipal officers of the city, and by 
corted to lodgings previously provided, 
occupying a seat in my carriage. 

Ex Governor Brigham Young paid mo a call 
of ceremony as soon as I was sufficiently reliev- 
ed from the fatigue of mv mountain journey to 
receive company. In subsequent interviews with 
the ex Governor he has evinced a willingness to 
afford me every facility which I may require for 
the efficient performance of my administra 
tive duties. His course iu this respect meets, I 
fancy, with the approval ofa majority of this 
community. The Territorial seal, with other 
public property, has been tendered me by Wil- 
liam H. Hooper, Esq., late Acting Secretary ^ro 
tern. 

I have not yet examined the subject critically, 
but apprehend that the records of the United 
states Courts, Territorial Library, and other 
public property, remain unimpaired. 

Having entered upon the performai.c- of un- 
official duties in this city, it is probable that 'I 
will be detained for some days in this part of the 
i cmtory. 

I respectfully call your attention to a matter 
which demands our serious consideration. Many 
acts ef depredation have been recently commit- 
ted by Indians upon the property of the inhabi- 
tants— one in the immediate vicinity of this city. 
Believing that the Indians will endeavor to sell 
the stolen property at or near the camp, I here 
with eoclose the brand book (in complete; and 
memoranda, (in part; of stock lost by citizens of 
Utah since Feb. 25, 185fc, and two letters ad 
dressed to me on the same subject by Wra. H. 
Hooper, Esq., late Acting Secretary pro lem, 
which may enable you to secure the pronerty and 
punish the thieves. 

With feelings of profound regret I have learn- 
ed that Agent Hurt is charged with having in- 
cited to acts of hostility the Indians in Uinta val- 
ley. I hope that Agent Hurt will be able to Tin 
dicate himself from the charges contained in the 
enclosed letter from William II. Hooper, late 
Secretary pro tern, yet they demand a thorough 
investigation. 

I shall probably be compelled to make a re- 
quisition upon you for a sufficient force to chas 
tite the Indians alluded to, since I desire toaroid 
being compelled to call out the militia for that 
purpose. 

The gentlemen who are entrusted with this 
note, Mr. John B.Kimball and Mr. Fay Wor- 
then, are engaged in mercantile pursuits here, 
and are represented to be gentlemen of the high- 
est respectability, and have no connection with 
the church here. Should vou deem it advisa- 
ble or necessary, you will please send anv com- 
munication intended for me by them. I beg 
leave to commend them to your confidence and 
courtesy; they will probably return to the city in 
a few days. Thev are well known to Messrs. 
Gilbert, Perry 6l Barr.with whom you will please

The note omits to state that I met parties of 
armed men at Lost and Yellow creeks, as well 
tnon. At every point, however, I was 
as the Governor of Utah, and receiv- 
ed with a military salute. When it was arrang- 
ed with the Mormon officers in command of my 
escort that I should pass through Echo Canon 
at night, I inferred that it was with the object of 
concealing the barricades and other defences. I 
was, therefore, agreeablT surprised bv an ilium 
ination in honor of me. The bon-fires kindled 
by the soldiers from the base to the sum mitts of 
the walls of the Canon completely illuminated 
the valley, and disclosed the snow-colored moun- 
tains which surrounded us. When 1 arrived at 
the next station I found the "emigrant road" 
over the "Big mountain" still impassable. I was 
able to make my way, however, down "Weber 
Canon." 

Since my arrival I have been employed in ex- 
amining the records of the Supreme and District 
Courts, which I am now prepared to report as 
being perfect and unimpaired. This will doubt- 
lets be acceptable information to those who 
have entertained an impression u, iho contra- 
ry. 

I have also examined the legislative records, 
and other books belonging to the office of the 
Secretary of State, which arc iu perfect preser- 
vation. The property return, though not made 
up in proper form, exhibits the public property 
W. H. Hooper, late Secretary of State, 
It is, in part, the same for which 
estate of A. W. Babbit is liable, that indi- 
vidual having died whilst in the office of Secre- 
tary of State for Utah. 

I believe that the books and charts, stationery 
and other property, appertaining to the Surveyor 
General's office, will, upon examination, be found 
place, except 6ome instruments,

some person who was temporarily in charge of 
the office. I examined the property, but cannot 
verify the matter, in consequence of not having

ergetic measures to ascertain the truth or false- 
hood of this statement. Postponing, theretorc, 
a journey of importance which I bad in contem- 
plation to one of the settlements of Utah coun- 
ty, I caased public notice to be given immediate 
ly of my readiness to relieve all persons who 
were, or deemed themselves to be, aggrieved *» d 
on the ensuing day, which was Sunday, request 
ed the following notice to be read, in ray pres- 
ence, to the people at the Tabernacle: 

"NOTICE. 

"It haa been reported to me that there are per 
sons residing in this and in other parts of the 
Territory who are illegally restrained of their 
liberty. " It is therefore proper that I should an- 
nounce that I assume the protection of all such 
persous, if any there be, and request that they 
will communicate to me their names and places 
of residence, under seal, through Mr Fay Worth 
en, and to rae in person during mv stay in the 
titv. A. CUMMING, 

Governor of Utah Territory." 
i bate since kept my office open at all hour* of 
the dav and night, and havo registered no lew 
than 56 men, 3*s women, and 71 children, as de- 
sirous of my protection and assistance in pro- 
ceeding to the States. The large majority of 
these people are of English birth, and state that 
ihey leave the congregation from a desire to im- 
prove their circumstances, and realize elsewhere 
more money by their labor. Certain leading men 
among the Mormon* have promised them flonr, 
and to assist them in leaving the country. 

My presence in the Tabernacle will be remem- 
bered by me as an occasion of intense interest. — 
Between three and four thousand persons were 
assembled for the purpose of public worship; the 
ball was crowded to overflowing; but the most 
profound quiet was observed wtien I appeared. — 
President Brigham Young introduced me by 
name, as the Governor of Utah, and I addressed 
the audience from "the stand." I informed 
them that I had come among them to vindicate the 
natioual sovereignty; that it was my duty to se- 
cure the supremacy of the Constitution and laws; 
that I had taken my oath of office to exact an 
unconditional submission on their part to the dic- 
tates of the law. I was not interrupted. 

In a discourse of about thirty minutes' dura- 
tion, I touched (as I thought best.) boldly upon 
all the leading questions at issue between them 
and the general government. I remembered 
that I had to deal with men embittered by the 
remembrance and recital of many real ana im- 
aginary wrongs, but did not think it wise to with- 
hold from them the entire truth. They listened 
respectfully to all that I had to say— approvingly 
even, I fancied — when I explained to them what 
I intended should be the character of ray adminis- 
tration. In fact, the whole manner of the people 
was cairn, betokening no consciousness of having 
done wrong, but rather as it were, indicating a 
conviction that they had done their duty to their 
religion and their country. I have observed that 
tho Mormons profess to view the constitution as 
the work of inspired men, and responded with 
readiness to appeals for its support. 

Thus, the meeting might have ended. But af 
ter closing my remarks, I rose and stated that I 
would be glad to hear from any who might be in- 
clined to address me upon topics of interest to 
the community. This inviution brought forth in 
succession several speakers, who evidently exer- 
cised great influence over the masses of the peo 
pie. They harangued on the subiect of the as- 
sassination of Joseph Smith. Jr.. and his friends, 
the services rendered by a Mormon battalion to 
an ungrateful country; tneir suffering on the 
"plains" during their dreary pilgrimage to their 
mountain home, &.c. The congregation became 
greatly excited, and joined the speakers in their 
intemperate remarks, exhibiting more frenzy 
than I hnd expected to witness among the peo 
pie who habitually exercise great self-control. ' 

A spanker now represented the Federal Gov- 
ernment as derirousof needlessly introducing the 
national troops into the Territory, "whether a 
necessity existed for their employment to support 
the authority of the civil officers or not;" and 
the wildest uproar ensued. I was fully confirmed 
in the opinion that this people, with their extra 
ordinary religion and customs, would gladly en- 
counter certain death rather than be taxed with a 
submission to the military power, which they con- 
sidered to involve a loss of honor- 
In my first address I had informed them that 
they were entitled to a trial by their peers; that 
I had no intention of stationing the army in im- 
mediate contact with their settlements, and that 
the military posse would not be resorted to until 
further means of arrest bad been tried and failed. 
I found the greatest difficulty in explaining these 
points, 60 great was the excitement. Eventually 
however, the efforts of Brigham Young were suc- 
cessful in calming the tumult and restoring or 
der, before the adjournment of the meeting. It 
is proper that I should add that more than one 
speaker has since expressed his regret at having 
been betrayed into intemperance of language in 
my presence. 

The President and the American people will 
learn with gratification the auspicious issue of our 
difficulties here. I regret the necessity which 
compels me to mingle with my congratulations 
the announcement of a fact which will occasion 
grave concern. 

The people, including the inhabitants of this 
city, are moving from every settlement in the 
northern part of the Territory. The roads are 
everywhere filled with wagons loaded with pro 
visions and household furniture, the women and 
children, often without shoes or hats, driving their 
flocks they know not where. They seemed not 
only resigned, but cheerful. "It is the trill of the 
lard,'' and they rejoice to exchange the comforts 
of home for the trials of the wilderness. Their 
ultimate destination is not, I apprehend, definite- 
ly fixed upon. "Going south," seems sufficiently 
definite for most of them, but many believe that 
their ultimate destination is Sonora. 

Young, Kimball and most of the influential 
men have left their commodious mansions, with- 
out apparent regret, to lengthen the long train of 
wanderers. The masses every where announce to 
me that the torch will be applied to every bouse 
indiscriminately, throughout the country, as soon 
as the troops attempt to cross the mountains I 
shall follow these people, and endeavor to rally 
them. Numbers whom I have met appear to be 
in dread of the Indians whom the distressed con- 
dition of the whites has encouraged to commit 
extensive depredations. I may at least quiet the 
apprehensions of these persons aad induce some 
of "them to return. 

Our military force could overwhelm most of 
these poor people, involving men, women and 
children in a common fate; but there are among 
the Mormons mamy brave men, accustomed to 
arms and horses; men who would fight desperate - 
ly as guerillas, and, if the settlements are de- 
stroyed, will subject the country to an expensive 
and protracted war, without any compensating 
results. They will, I am sure, submit to "trial 
by theirs," biit they will not brook the idea of 
trial by "juries composed of teamsters and fol 
lowers of the camp," nor of an army encamped 
in their cities or dense settlements. 

I have, adopted means to recall the few remain- 
ing Mormons in arms who have not yet, it is said,

A Strange Woman— Information W 
We are requested to ask, through our columns, 
information in relation to an unfortunate woman 
who came to this place about three months ago, 

and represented herself to be Mrs. Rollins. She 
came up Green River «pon ouo of the boats 
running that trade, and stopped at the Mitchell 
House, where she gyj e queh evidences of insan- 
ity, that she was duly tried and sent to the Wes- 
tern Lunatic Asylum at Hopkinsville, where she 
remained two or three weeks, aud returned to 
this p\ace, saying she had been discharged upon 
the ground that she was not a lunatic. She was 
again tried for lunacy and sent oack to the Asy- 
lum, but was refused' admittance, the Superin 
teudent of the Institution, we are informed, say 
ingahewas not a lunatic. She is now in this 
place, at Mrs. Hess's private boarding house, 
where she has been ever since her first return 
from the Asylum. We understand that she pays 
her board regularly every week, always requir 
ing a receipt for the money. She occasionally, 
we are told, seems as sane as anybody, is exceed- 
ingly sensative. and in many respects very pecu- 
liar. Some days she is perfectly mute, and can- 
not be induced to utter a syllable, otturdays she 
is cheerful and indulges in conversation freely. — 
She says she has resided in Springfield. Mass. 
and Columbus, Ohio. She also ha* receipts in her 
possession dated at Cincinnati, showing that she 
has resided there for a short time at least. She 
has a daguerreotype of a beautiful young woman 
who she says is her daughter, and marrying con 
trsry to her wishes, removed to New York and 
died. She sometimes entertains the idea that 
she has recently married and will prepare to re- 
ceive herspouse by donning her bestapparrel, in- 
cluding her bonnet and shawl, aud sitting in her 
room ail day. Those who have seen her and are 
best acquainted with her case, arc divided in 
opinions to whether she is really a lunatic or 
not. %uVe suppose there is no doubt that she is 
AriaSjfcaTly insane, or undergoes a great deal of 
lRo^Pnience to make it appear so, at least. 

We understand that her wardrobe indicates 
that she has been in affluent or easy circumstan 
ces, as she has neat, fashionable and costly cloth- 
ing, and occasionally makes tasteful additions to 
her stock. Her graceful manners and refined 
taste are such as to induce the belief that she 
has been reared in good society. 

This unfortunate woman is about 'M years of 
age, has black hair, slightly tinged with gray, 
has a serious melancholy countenance, indicating 
sorrow aud disappointment. 

We hope our exchanges will either copy this 
article or give the main points of it, so that if 
this homeless wanderer has friends or relatives 
seeking her, they may be placed in possession of 
the desired information. — Bowlinggrren Gazette. 



Jcstice PaotfrrLT Aomin isTEBto — A special 
term of the Jessamine Circuit Court was held at 
Nicholasville on Thursday last, for the trial of 
Joshua H. Arnold for the murder of his wife on 
the 1st day of this month.

Bank Stock .— Book* for the subscription of 

additional stock in the Bank of Louisville and the 
Commercial Bank of Kentucky— $850,000 of the 
former and $200,000 of the latter— were open 
in Louisville on Tuesday last.

It was nor enrolled 
by any officer or member of tho House of Rep 
re.-euutives, the assertion of Know Nothing edi 
tors and candidates to the contrary notwiihstaud 



We did not make our former statement of the 
matter without hiving as-ureJ ourself (hat it 
was true, and we now repeat it. We knout, fg 
our own knowledge, that the bill referred to was 
enrolled by an employee of the Clerks of th. 
House of Representative*; and we know, further 
that this employee was employed by the Clerks 
to enroll bills and was authorized by them to do 
so. He was. moreover, paid for his labor. Whelh 
er cr Bat this particular bill was enrolled with the 
cou-cnt of the Clerks or not, we cannot say; but 
th* presumption is that a man working under their 
Orders and supervision does nothing cf which 
they ere ignorant. At any rate the Clerk* 01 
tlie House are responsible for the carelessness Of 
their own employees, deputies, or agents. This 
is the substance of our statement, and we dare 
any one tc contradict it. Whoever does do *o. 
although we may not call him a liar, we shall 
prove that what he says is untrue. 

George R. McKee has stated that the bill was 
enrolled by the Clerks of the House. Well, the 
Clerks did not do it with their own hands, but their 
*mployeet did it The difference is immaterial. 
The Clerks are bound to see that their agents or 
deputies make no mistakes in the transaction ot 
their duties. 

The material facts in the case have not yet 
been denied. The bill was taken and enrolled 
by the employee of the Cletks of the House ol 
Representatives, nud was sent by the Clerk* ol 
that House among other enrolled bills to the 
Speaker lor his signature— and this was done, 
and the Speaker's name was aigned to the bill, 
before it had been rcpoi ted to the House from 
the Senate. It was afterward* reported to the 
House and rejected by that body, but in the 
meantime the bill had been sent to the Speaker ol 
the Senate, signed by the Speaker of the House as 
a certificate that it had passed that body; of course 
Speaker King signed it, and sent it to the Gov- 
ernor, who approved it. Now who was to 
blame for all this, unless it was the Clerk of the 
House whose business u was to attend to the en 
rolling of the bills. Has be the right to employ 
or obtain assistance, and then shift from himselt 
all responsibility for the mistakes of hi* own 
deputy or employee ' We do not attribute to 
any one any e\ il deaigu in carry the bill through 
in this singular manner. This bill was probably 
placed among the enrolled House bill* that had 
been passed by both bodies, through mistake or 
carelessness. But who is responsible for such 
carelessness? Is it not the Clerk's look out that 
uo bill goes from him to the Committee on En 
i it has become a law?

[LT About the meanest thing we have ever 
heard of is the attempt to shift the blame rest- 
ing upon the Democratic Clerk* on to S. C.

He chaptered the 
Acts which were brought to him and arranged 
them for publication. This act was brought 
to him by the Clerks among the other enrolled 
bills, and he chaptered and prepared it for pub 
lication just as he did the other* Was it Mr- 
Lewis' place to say whether a bill which was 
brought to him by the Clerks, engrossed and en 
rolled, signed by the Speakers of both Houses 
aud approved by the Governor, was a law or not, 
or whether it should be printed or not? How 
C'tuld he go behind these facta and determined, 
whether this act was ever really passed by the 
Legislature? It is evident that the Clerks them 
selves could not correct the error after it had 
been mode, by throwing out a bill which had the 
signatures of both Speaker* a* having pa*sed 
their respective Houses, and also the Governor's 
approval.

From the Louisville Journal. 

We published a few days ago a paragraph 
from the Washington Star, a Democratic paper, 
speaking of the violence of the rowdies and bul- 
lies "imported by the Democratic party" on the 
day of the municipal election In Washington. 
The other Democratic paper* maintained an 
ominous silence in regard to the occurrences of 
election day or falsely represented that there was 
an unusually quiet election. How that quiet was 
attained may be ascertained from the following 
extract from the Washington correspondence of 
the New York Tribune. The writer is evidently 
an ami American, but he acknowledges that the 
he witnessed were of themselves sufficient 
the organization of I native American 
party. We wish our readers to reflect upon this 
candid and impartial statement of the proceed 
| ings on election day in our uatiouil capital ami 
ask themselves if the establishment of native 
Americanism is not an actual necessitv for the 
citizen* of this country: 

From the Washington Correspondence or X. Y. Tribune. 
Washington, Tuesday, June 8, It<i8. 
The scenes exhibited in the national metropolis- 
yesterday, in connection with the municipal elec- 
tion, have contributed, I must cuniess, to weaken 
a good deal my dislike of the principles and ten 
deucy of the Know Nothing party. It wan not 
agreeable to my national feelings, nor to my 
sense of right and propriety, to see the 9ireets 01 
the capital of the country actually in the posses 
sion of drunken, brulal-lookiug, insolent for 
eiguer*. I suppose that the Democratic party ol 
Washington must number in it* ranks a certain 
proportion of the native citizens, apart from the 
immediate retainers of the Federal Government. 
But so far as the Democracy shows itself in the 
street, or makes audible demonstrations of its 
existence, it is composed, apparently, almost wholly 
of Irishmen, £angs of whom were all day prowl 
mg about the streets, yelling out the name of a 
candidate, which thev could not pronounce cor 
recti v, and grossly insulting, and in many eases 
assaulting those they met whose qurb or appearance 
indicated thtit they were native citizens ol the coun 
try. It wa* humiliating to my pride as an Amer 
ican to witiies* the triumphal march of these 
ruffianly bauds ol armed foreigner* along our 
broad s.reets. while notice women and children 
fled bejorelhem. and peaceable and resectable cUi 
sens took refuge in houses ur doorways, or remain 
ed on ttie sidewalks atihe peril' ot insult or per- 
-onal outrage. These scenes, which I saw in the 
course of the day many times, and in many parts 
01 the city, reminded me too much of the scenes 
which accompany the occupation of a capital by 
trie troop* „f a victorious enemy At the sijht of 
them J could not wonder that a native party had 
been called into txistence. No other people uuder 
heaven could tolerate such scenes for a moment 
unless compelled by military force to smother 
their national and natural pride and self respect. 
The interference of foreigners in the government 
of any city in the old world, not garrisoned bv 
hostile troops, to the extent aud iu the manner in 
which they interfere here, would instantly pro 
voke a popular outbreak. In spite of mv auti- 
Known Nothing convictions, it was not without 
satisfaction that I heard that the insolence of the 
Irish at one of the polls had been chastised by 
the energetic American policeman whom they 
wantoulv assaulted, and who, in self defence, shot 
four of thera.

Congress above referred to in our telegraphic 

Cumming! dated May 2. a 
of which will be found else- 
where: 

Washington, June 10, 1858. 
To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

I transmit a copy of a dispatch from Governor 
Cumming to the Secretarv of State, dated at 
Great Salt Lake City on the 2d of May, and re- 
ceived at the Department of State on yesteidav. 
Krom this there is reason to believe that our dif- 
ficulties with the Territory of Utah have termina- 
ted, and the reign of the Constitution and the 
laws has been restored. I congratulate you on 
this auspicious event. 

I lose no time in communicating this informa- 
tion, and in expressing the opinion that there will 
be no occasion to make any appropriation for the 
purpose of calling into service the two regiments 
of volunteers authorized by the act of Congress, 
approved on the 7th of April last, for the pur 
pose of quelling disturbances in the Territory of 
Utah, tor the protection and supply of emigrant 
trains, and the suppression of Indiau hostilities 
on the frontier. 

I am the more gratified at this satisfactory in- 
telligence from Utah, because it will afford some
